- Commandments, he afflicts them with many, and great * 


Judgments, to ſee-if that could reduce them to Obedi- 
ence. He had long waited for their Converſion ; and 
ſent his Prophets early and late to admoniſh and fore- 
warn them of their danger : He courted and allur'd them 
with Temporal Bleſſings; and promiſed them a perpetual 
continuance of his Favour. But when all- theſe Methods 
proved ineffetual, and nothing could work upon them ; 
he then ſhowr'd down the Vials of his Wrath and Indigna- 
tion. Beſide their great and deſerved Sufferings mentioned 
in other places, this Chapter tells you , that God deliver- 
ed them into the Hands of a Forreiga Prince, who {mote 


them, and carried a vaſt Multitude of them Priſoners to 
Damaſcus. 


This was a very great and a heavy Puniſhmeat,to be for- 
ced from their plentiful Habitations ; to live in Exile and 
Bondage; poor, and unpitied ; groaning with the weight 
of their uneaſie Chains ; and languiſhing in dark and loath- 


ſome Dungeons : But when even this could have no influ- 
ence 
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: ence upon them, he afflits. them with a Domeſtick and 
- Inteſtine War : Their own Brethren roſe up againſt them, 


and cruelly ſlaughter d a Hundred and twenty Thouſand 
in one day, who were all Valiant Men. A ſad and diſmal 


\ ſight, toſte ſo many weltring in their blood | The Great- 


cit and moſt Honourable Courtiers were then alſo kill'd ; 
and Two Hundred Thouſand Women and Children were 
led Captives to Samaria, Thus dangerous and fatal is it 
to provoke and incenſe the Lord. . o

The Laws of God and Nature are more violated by Do- 
meſtick Feuds and Treaſons, than by Forreign Quarrels 


« and Invaſions: And none more rigid and unmerciful than 


thoſe of our own Houſe and Country. This was evidently 
{een in the Cruelties of the Men of ſrae/ ; who net only 
kill'd fuch a prodigious mumber of their Brethren, and took 
much Spoil trom them, but brought away many Thou- 
ſands of them and their Children naked and barefoot, fee- 
ble and wounded, to be their Bondmen and Vaſlals : And 
{o mercileſs and ſevere were they in all reſpe&ts,that a Pro- 
phet is ſent to reprove and rebuke them: ; who, with un- 
daunted Courage ſtands at the head of their bloody Troops, 
and cries out, Behold, becauſe the Lord God of your Fa- 
thers was wroth with Judah , he hath delivered them into 
your hands ; and ye have ſlain them in a- rage that reacheth 
«p to Heaven: In which you may obſerve,

fending our ſelves againſt the fatal conſequences of it , 
when -tis once kindled : 1t Zeing, as the Apoſtle ſays, a yeb. ro 3».

What vaſt Armies have been defeated, what flouriſhing 
Cities have been conſumed, what Noble Countries have. 
been laid waſte in his Anger, -you may at large ſee in 
Scripture. All the Elements are at his Command, and 
can deſtroy us when he pleaſes. The Earth, the Sea, 
and even Hell it ſelf have opened their voracious mouths, 
and ſivallowed down numbers in his wrath. Angels have 
come from Heaven, and ſlain whole Armies at a time. 
If one of thoſe ounes Spirits could ſhy 185000 in a 
Night, ( as one did in the Army of Sernacherib) what as 
can the whole Hoaſt of Heaven do, when God is enraged 
us?

Manna in. the Wilderneſs; and dread 
the like Executions of his Vengeance, and {criouſly con- 
clude, That except ye- repent, ye ſhall all likewiſe pe-

WW your fins with theirs, and you will ſoon find 
that yon have reaſon to fear as great, and as' heavy 
ſtrokes; for ſin was never more- openly committed, 'and 
all ſorts of Impiety did never more abound, than they 
have done of late years in theſe Nations. The Records 
of God's former Puniſhments have had little Operation 
upon theſe Kingdoms. And we, alas! who are now met 
together, may with ſhame and ſorrow: confeſs, that the 
dreadful Judgment, which we this day commemorate, did + 
not Reform us : And therefore God hath juſtly puniſhed 
us again, in delivering us into the hands of our Enemies ; 
who, but for the Terror of the Exg/;h Arms, would, in 
all probability, have ſlain us, as the 77raelztes did the men 


of Judah, with a rage that would have reached tp -to

Thirdly, Their cruel uſage of the men of Faudah, in 

ſlaying them with a rage that reached up to Heaven, 
When once God gives up a People to be'puniſh'd , the 


Devil inſtigates theExecutioners to do it with all poſfibleMa- 


lice and Inveteracy. They gratifie their revengetful Appetite - 
at ſuch times ; their Ambition and Rigour increaſe with 
their Power : They throw off all ſentiments of Humanity, 
and are pleaſed with thoſe Tragical SpeQacles, which Na- 
ture ſhrinks at, and abhors. Thus did! Axonibezek cut off 
the Thumbs and great Toes of {eventy Kings, arid tmade

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then feed at his feet,. and eat the crumbs which fell from | 
his. Table. Seſofris, King of Egypr, was of the ſame - 
cruel Temper : He delighted ro hear the Kings whom he 
had conquered, groan as they drew his Chariot. And 

* did not Lyfimachas laugh to ſee Teleſphorus, whoſe Ears and 
Noſe, and Lips he had cut off, bemoan himſelf in his tor- 

' menting Cage ? in which he barbaroufly expos'd him to be 
ſeen, as ſome ſtrange Creature. The hke might I tel! you 
of Cyras and Cambyſes, of Nero and Caligula, of Domitian 
and Decius : But how remarkably did God puniſh theſe, 
and many other cruel Men 2 Did nor Cambyſes, who mur- 
dered his Wife and his Brother , and ſlavghrered his Nobi- 
lity for nothing ; and cat off all the Syrians Noſes, fall by 
his. own Sword, and his mercilefs Army eat one another in - 
fEthiapia £ | . | 
_ As they did to others, ſo did God requite- them : He 
abhors their Tyranny, and inſatiable thirſt after Blood : 
And his permitting them to puniſh others, will not ac- 
quit their Spight and Malice , their Rancour -and Spleen, 
their Rage and Cruelty in doing of it. Theſe are ſins 
which proceed from their own corrupt Nature, their per- 
verſe Will and free Choice,. and nor from any inevitable - 
Neceſſity, or irrefiftible Force impoſed upon them by Al- 
mighty God. He tempteth not any man to fin, faith St. james 1, 15, 
Fames. He being Holy, Juſt, and Perfe&,. cannot ſeduce 
man to that which is' finful, and concur in the evil of his 
Adions. He withdraws his Grace, which ſoftens and re- 
ſtrains the Heart ; and for want thereof, the Heart is har- 
dened, as the Earth is by rhe Sun, when its foftning moi- 

Kure is exhaled and drawn up by it : And kaving Man 
to himſelf thus hardned, he is then drawn away with his 
own Luſts, and choofes, wills, and commits fin, for which 
he is juſtly a>countable. And ſuch mens malicious and 


revengeful Ads are highly offenſive and diſpleafing _ 
A od, 
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God, for which he does often moſt ſeverely puniſh them. 
They are contrary to his Nature , who doth not afflift wil- 
lingly, nor grieve the Children of men. He never ſtrikes 
but when he is forc'd ; and therefore all delight in Cruelty 
muſt be moſt odious unto him. an 

If an Executioner, inſtead of ſtriking off a man's Head, 
ſhould cut and mangle all his Body, and put him to much 
greater pain. and torture: than - the Judge decreed , he is 
juſtly blam'd and puniſh'd, Here the juſt Judge of Hea- 
ven is angry with the bloody Zſraelites , for their ſe- 


vere uſage of poor Judah,and ſends his Prophet to acquaint 


them with bis Reſentments of rheir Barbarity , who un- 


' _ dauntedly tells them of their fin, and denounces the fierce

wrath. of the Lord againſt them. He did not fear what 


they could do unto him , - neither muſt we dread any in 
publiſhing the Commands of God : We muſt cry aloud, 
and ſpare not, and imitate'this zealous Prophet, in repro-

did not leſſen their Qutrages , but upbraids them for ex- 


- ceeding their Commiltion, 'in faying them ' with a Rage 
that reached up to Heaven.

By which you ſee what a heavy Judgment it is to fall 
into the hands of inveterate Adverfaries. - Well did David 
chooſe, when he ſinned in Numbring the People, to re- 
ceive his Puniſhmeat from God's own hand : For, as S9o- 
lomon tells you, the tender mercies of. the wicked are cruel. 
Nothing but the height of Rage and Fury can be expected

that the Proteſtants were the firſt Aggreſſors : I ſhall (as 


I have been deſited.) to undeceive.you that are ſtrangers, 
and for the juſt Vindication of the Zg/iſh, take the uſu- 
al Liberty allow'd to Preachers on theſe Occaſions, and 
ſhew you how their Rebellion began, who chiefly con-

Grey 
hairs were no protection to the Aged ; neither could Beau- 
ty or Youth find any Mercy from them ; and even Tnno- 
Cency it {elf could not fave the ſucking Infants from being 
toffed on their Pikes, and hung on 'Tenterhooks. . It was 
Crime enough in thoſe poor Souls to be born of Proteſtant 
Parents. Some tender Virgins fled in Froſt and Snow to
